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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
2. Claim 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
McCrady (6801782) in view of Ginzburg (US 2005/0227661). 
With regard to claim 1 & 6, McCrady discloses a method and system of indoor 
positioning in a structure: 

- Providing a plurality base stations (Reference Radio 14-20) with an antenna (see 
Fig 1, column 7, lines 13-36). 

- Providing a mobile station (mobile radio) with an antenna (see Fig.1, column 7, 
lines 2-1 3). 

- Transmitting and receiving ranging signals from once of the base station and the 
mobile station (see Fig. 1, column 7, lines 38-43). 

- Determining the relative signal strength of the received ranging signal compared 
with the transmitted signal to obtain a measure of lateral distance of the base 
station from the mobile station (see column 7, lines 38-67, column 8, lines 1-67 & 
column 9, lines 1-57). 

McCrady's invention is for indoor building, which meets the claims for the building with 
corridors, walls extending in substantially perpendicular longitudinal and lateral 
directions. McCrady does not detail kinds of the antennas used for base station and 
mobile station. 

Ginzburg discloses a communication system: 
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- A mobile station (receiving device 50) with an omni directional antenna and base 
station (transmitting device 52) with a directional antenna (see page 2, paragraph 
16-17). 

It would have been obvious to have a directional & omni-directional antenna in 
McCrady's system to provide higher gain and reduce interference signal received by 
antennas so as to locate the mobile position more accuracy. 
With regard to claim 2, 4, 7 & 9, McCrady discloses: 

- Four base stations (reference radios) (see Fig.1 , column 7, lines 1 3-36). 

- Transmitting/ receiving ranging signals from base stations to the mobile stations 
(see column 7, lines 40-50). 

- Determining the position of the mobile station using data from the ranging signals 
(see column 7, lines 38-54). 

With regard to claim 3, 5 & 10, Ginzburg discloses a communication system that base 
stations has directional antennas, which can be inherent to set up oriented lateral & 
vertical. 

With regard to claim 8, McCrady teaches calculating the position of the mobile station 
from the measured attenuation values and the positions of the base stations (see 
column 16, lines 1-30).
